Food and Drug Administration 

(FDA) has released a_ bullet- 

point list of tips for a fun — and 

safe — Halloween. 

According to the FDA, chil- 

dren shouldn’t snack while they’re 
out trick or treating; they should wait until 
they get home and parents have had a chance 
to inspect the contents of their “goody bags.” 
To prevent children from snacking, give them 
a light meal or snack before they head out. Be 
sure to tell children not to accept — and espe- 
cially not to eat — anything that isn’t commer- 
cially wrapped. Parents of young children 
should remove any choking hazards such as 
gum, peanuts, hard candies or small toys. 

Parents should inspect commercially 
wrapped treats for signs of tampering, such

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as an unusual appearance or discoloration, 
tiny pinholes or tears in wrappers. Throw 
away anything that looks suspicious. 

Home Halloween parties may pose risks to 
children as well. If you are hosting or attend- 
ing an event, be sure to follow these safety 
tips: 

e If juice or cider is served to children at 
Halloween parties, make sure it 1s pasteur- 
ized or otherwise treated to destroy harmful 
bacteria. 

¢ No matter how tempting, don’t taste raw 
cookie dough or cake batter. 

¢ Before going “bobbing for apples” re- 
duce the number of bacteria that might be 
present on apples and other raw fruits and 
vegetables by thoroughly rinsing them under 
cool running water. As an added precaution, 
use a produce brush to remove surface dirt. 

e “Scare” bacteria away by keeping all 
perishable foods chilled until serving time. 
These include, for example, finger sandwich- 
es, cheese platters, fruit or tossed salads, cold 
pasta dishes with meat, poultry or seafood, 
and cream pies or cakes with whipped-cream 
and cream-cheese frostings.

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Talented young pianist to play in SSO’s 
Rachmaninoff and Barber concert 


Guest soloist Joyce Yang joins Maestro 
Rhodes in romantic masterpiece

SPRINGFIELD - One of the most gifted 
young pianists of her generation, Joyce 
Yang, joins the Springfield Symphony Or- 
chestra conducted by Maestro Kevin Rhodes 
in concert Saturday, Nov. 5 at 7:30 p.m. in 
Symphony Hall. 

Yang will perform Rachmaninoff’s “Piano 
Concerto No. 3,” ” one of the most difficult 
concertos ever written,” says Rhodes. 

“T heard her performance in Sarasota, 
Florida last year,’ said Rhodes, “and imme- 
diately called her agent to arrange for her to 
come to Springfield. I know audiences will 
be thrilled at this bright, emerging artist,” he 
said. 

As Rhodes promised last summer, this 
year’s concert lineup includes the music of 
American-born composers. This concert 
presents William Schuman’s “Symphony 
No. 3” and Samuel Barber’s famous “Ada- 
gio for Strings.” 

Even the Rachmaninoff piece has a con- 
nection to the United States. Rachmaninoff 
composed the “Piano Concerto No. 3” in 
1909 for a long-planned first tour of the 
United States. It gained immediate and en- 


during popularity, especially with pianists. 
The Concerto requires immense stamina 
from the soloist and attests both to the com- 
poser’s melodic inventiveness and to his out- 
standing pianistic abilities. 

Just 25, Yang has established herself as one 
of the leading pianists through her innova- 
tive solo recitals and notable collaborations 
with the world’s top orchestras. In 2010 she 
was awarded an Avery Fisher Career Grant, 
one of the most prestigious prizes in classi- 
cal music. 

This past season Yang appeared for the 
first time with the San Francisco Symphony, 
led by Alondra de la Parra, returned to the 
Chicago Symphony under James Conlon at 
Ravinia, and performed as concerto soloist 
in Milwaukee, Sydney and Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia; then in Malaysia, and Hong Kong. 
She made her Lincoln Center recital debut at 
Alice Tully Hall and gave recitals in Atlanta 
and Berkeley, Calif.

“William Schuman is a very special com- 
poser to me,’ said Rhodes. “I began my very 
first concert with the SSO as a candidate for 
the position with his “New England Trip- 
tych.” 
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Young award-winning _ pianist

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Growing up Schuman said he wanted to 
be a major league baseball player but turned 
his efforts to popular music but then devoted 
himself to composing, education and admin- 
istration as president of Lincoln Center from 
1962 to 1969. 

Rhodes said, Schumann’s “Third Sym- 
phony,” “was an immediate success when 
premiered in 1941.” It conveys the mood of 
a country readying itself for great challenges 
with a uniquely American sense of sym- 
phonic music. It is truly one of my favorite 
works and I can’t wait to play it,” he said.

Schumann’s fellow American composer 
Samuel Barber is well-known and beloved 
by many concertgoers. “His “Adagio for 
Strings” is one of the most moving sets of 
notes ever put on a page,” says Rhodes. Its 
emotional power lies in the gradual buildup 
of tension. At the powerful climax there is a 
short pause after which the theme is restated 
in its original form and then winds down 
peacefully. 

An informal half-hour discussion about 
the evening’s concert, “Classical Conversa- 
tions,” will be held at 6:30 p.m. in the hall 
with Maestro Rhodes. After the concert, 
audiences and welcome to meet Rhodes, 
the musicians and Yang in the Mahogany 
Room.

Got drugs? 


Time to toss them 


rescription drugs — we all have need- 
P= them at one time or another for 

various ailments or infections, and, 
most likely, we are all guilty of not taking 
our full prescription. Check your medicine 
cabinet. You probably have some prescrip- 
tion drugs nearing or past their shelf life, 
but you just don’t know what to do with 
them — until now. 

On Saturday, Oct. 29, from 10 a.m. to 2 
p.m. at Agawam Town Hall on Main Street, 
the Drug Enforcement Administration, 
Agawam Health Department, Agawam Po- 
lice Department, Agawam MRC, and the 
mayor’s office will sponsor a “Drug Take 
Back Day.” 

You can drop off your expired, unused or 
unwanted prescription drugs, no questions 
asked, and officers will dispose of them 
safely. There’s no paperwork involved in 
the process. You just have to drop off the 
drugs. It’s that simple. 

The “Drug Take Back Day” isn’t only 
about clearing space in your medicine cab- 
inets — far from it. Studies have shown that 
prescription drugs are the number one drug 
of choice among young people ages 12 to 
13 years old. About 70 percent of people 
12 and older who abuse prescription drugs 
get them from family and friends. It is sim- 
ple for a young person to sneak into their 
parents’ or grandparents’ medicine supply 
and take one pill without the adult know- 
ing. Actually, 56 percent of teens admit- 
ted that prescription drugs are easier to get 
than illicit drugs. The study also showed 
that one in seven teens admitted to abusing 
prescription drugs to get high in the past 
year, and 60 percent of teens who abused 
pain relievers did so before the age of 15. 
Aside from keeping the drugs out of our 
young people’s hands, there is also the 
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threat of contaminating our environment. 
Another recent study showed that 80 per- 
cent of U.S. streams contain small amounts 
of human antibiotics. Fish and other aquatic 
animals have shown adverse effects from 
medicines in the water. There have even 
been small amounts of medicines detected

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in our drinking water. These medicines are 
dangerous unless taken as prescribed by a 
doctor. 

“Drug Take Back Day” is a safe and con- 
venient way to dispose of your unwanted 
prescription drugs, but don’t forget about 
other family members. Check in on your el- 


derly parents or grandparents and clear out 
their old meds too. 

So what are you waiting for? Now is the 
time to collect all potentially dangerous ex- 
pired, unused and unwanted prescription 
drugs and take them to Agawam Town Hall 
on Saturday, Oct. 29, from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m.
